Crime In 1948

Cook county authorities prepared 
today for speedy prosecution of 
George Lettrich, Jr., the father of 
three who confesed the sex slaying 
of 10-year-old Roberta Rinearson 
in December, 1948

penalty for the 36-year-old unem­ 
ployed punch press operator and 
also indicated he may go before 
the Cook county grand jury today 
to seek Lettrich’s indictment on 
murder charges. 
Lettrich was arraigned in sub­ 
urban Brookfield Village court in 
an unprecedented session at 1 a. m. 
today on a “John Doe” murder 
warrant issued shortly after the 
Rinearson child was slain. 
Magistrate Frank J. Kanelos re­ 
fused bail and continued the case 
until 4 p. m. Friday. 
A few hours earlier, Lettrich led 
officers through the west suburbs 
of Chicago in a reenactment of the 
crime and then signed a confession 
he made after extensive lie detect­ 
or tests yesterday morniflg. 
The confession ended a search 
for the killer which had been con­ 
ducted for more than a year and a 
half in which some 3,000 persons 
were questioned by authorities.

The government is now asking 
the court of appeals to revoke bail 
for the others. 
If the request is 
granted nine of them must begin 
serving five-year jail sentences 
The additional term for Dennis 
presumably will run from the time 
his present sentence ends. 
Convicted After Long Trial 
The eleventh defendant, Robert 
Thompson, was given a three-year 
sentence. Thompson won the Dis­ 
tinguished Service Cross in World 
War II. 
Indicted in June 1948, the Com­ 
munists were convicted after an 
historic eleven month trial last 
year before Federal Judge Harold 
Medina. 
William Z. Foster, chairman and 
head of the party in the U. S., was 
named in the indictment. But he 
was not tried along with his com­ 
rades because of a heart condition. 
Appeals Judge Thomas W. Swan 
ordered the show-cause hearing in 
New York next Thursday after the 
government submitted an affidavit 
stating that the defendants are 
“dangerous” to the national secur­ 
ity” while they remain at liberty.

TOKYO, Aug. 14 —Counter­ 
attacking U. S. Forces annihi­ 
lated 700 to 800 Red troops 
that crossed the Naktong near 
Waegwan today and hurled en­ 
emy bridgehead units back 
more than a mile toward the 
river below vital Taegu. 
These successes in two cru­ 
cial sectors northwest and 
south of the Taegu front-line 
hub were announced tonight 
as U. S. Marines on Korea’s 
south coast occupied strategic 
heights southeast of Chinju 
after a net 12-mile advance. 
They coincided with grind­ 
ing advances by United Na­ 
tions forces pressing a counter 
drive on the east coast aimed 
at recapture of the port of Po- 
hang. 
Report 65,000 Maaaed 
But principal attention was riv­ 
eted on the 30-mile Naktong sector 
between the We-gwan and Changn- 
yong areas where the Reds were 
estimated to have massed more 
than 65,000 troope—out of their 
total of peahaps ¿30,000 to 164,000. 
An all-out enemy attempt to 
smash the "no retreat” Naktong 
line and overwhelm Taegu was ex­ 
pected momentarily. 
As of Monday night, the latest 
Korean battle developments were. 
Northwest Sector:—The U. S. 
First Cavalry Division’s Seventh 
Regiment and supporting tanks, ar­ 
tillery and planes were credited of­ 
ficially with having “annihilated” 
700 to 800 Red troops that crossed 
to the Naktong’s east bank just be­ 
low Waegwan. The latter is 12 
miles northwest of Taegu. 
West Sector:—U. S. 24th Divi­ 
sion infantry, supported by tanks 
and planes, drove the North Ko­ 
rean Fourth Division back 2,000 
yards—more than a mile — in a 
major counter-push designed to 
knock out the enemy’s only estab­ 
lished bridgehead across the Nak­ 
tong.

With nobody knowing Jusl what a big business concern 


can do and still remain within the confines of the anti-trust 
law there is obvious need for the independent study of monop- 
olies jusl announced by'the Harvard Graduate School of Public 
Administration. 


This survey, which will require five years lo complete and 


will engage the services of nine economists from as many 
universities, is financed by the. Merrill Foundation for the 
Advancement of Financial Knowledge. As such it is entirely 
divorced from the government. 


Some explorations in this particular field have already 


been made under the auspices of the foundation. These fur- 
ther inquiries promise to be much more expansive and to 
cover such matters as the whys and wherefores of anti-trust 
decrees, the effectiveness of present-day competition, and the 
means for helping markets to function properly. 


The final volume of the seven-volume series will contain 


analyses and recommendations. Perhaps then there will be 
presented to Congress a proposal for an anti-monopoly law so 
clear in its phrasing and so definite in its provisions tliat no 
business firm of any size will find it necessary to wonder 
whether it is operating legally.

With nobody knowing Just what a big business concern 
can do and still remain within the confines of the anti trust 
law there is obvious need for the independent study of monop­ 
olies just announced by the Harvard Graduate School of Public 


Adm inistration. 
This survey, which w ill require five years to complete ana 
w ill engage the services of nine economists from as many 
universities, is financed by the M errill Foundation for the 
Advancement of Financial Knowledge. As such it is entirely 
divorced from the government. 
Some explorations in this particular field have already 
been made under the auspices of the foundation. These fur­ 
ther inquiries promise to be much more expansive and to 
cover such matters as the whys and wherefores of anti-trust 
decrees, the effectiveness of present-day competition, and the 
means for helping markets to function properly. 
The final volume of the seven-volume series will contain 
analyses and recommendations. Perhaps then there w ill be 
presented to Congress a proposal for an anti-monopoly law so 
clear in its phrasing and so definite in its provisions that no 
business firm of any size will find it necessary to wonder 
whether it is operating legally.

LATE BLIGHT FOUND IN 
11 COUNTIES 


Off to an early start in some sec­ 
tions of Pennsylvania, and favored 
by weather conditions, late blight 
was reported spreading rapidly by 
mid-July. 
Unless checked, it may 
attain epidemic proportions. The 
disease has been observed in toma­ 
to fields in at least ten counties: 
Crawford. Lebanon. Adams. Car­ 
bon, 
Berks, 
Lancaster, 
Bucks, 
Chester, Lehigh and Montgomery. 
Infected green fruits are begin­ 
ning to rot. 
Two counties—Erie 
and Cambria—have reported at­ 
tacks on potatoes. 
Copper sprays 
or dusts are recommended to keep 
the disease in control, or to pre­ 
vent attacks in new areas. 
For either control or prevention 
It is recommended to spray at ten- 
day intervals with one of the fol­ 
lowing three fungicides: 
1. Fixed copper—2 pounds of 
metallic or actual copper to 100 
gallons of water. 
2. Six pounds of copper sulphate 
(bluestone' and 3 pounds of fresh 
Bprav lime to 100 gallons of water. 
3. One pound of ziram and 2 


pounds of 50 per cent fixed copper 
per 100 gallons of water. 
Where dusting is preferred the 
recommended treatment is a seven 
per cent fixed copper dust applied 
at seven-day intervals. 
Wet weather and cool nights fa­ 
vor the spread of late blight. Rot, 
dry weather helps to check it.

pal causes of drowning are insuffi­ 
cient skill and poor judgment. 
Nearly 90 per cent of farm resi­ 
dents who drown are non-swim­ 
mers and the majority of infant 
drownings occur in stock tanks, 
cisterns, tubs and small ponds. 
The following precautions are 
recommended to reduce the need­ 
less loss of life from water .>ports: 
Make a thorough investigation 
regarding the safety of swimming 
facilities. 
A boat nearby or a raft anchor­ 
ed in the pond or even a pole or 
a coil of old rope may be useful 
items in emergencies.

Don’t swim alone—never allow 
i anvor.e to go into the water when 
| tired, over-heated or immediately 
i after eating.

Don’t overload your boat, there 
may be seats for more people than 
the boat should carry. 
Know and heed weather signs 
and avoid staying out in storms. 
Always step into the center of 
the boat—never jump; never stand 
up in a moving boat; do not permit 
horseplay. 
Old tubs, boilers or other con­ 
tainers should not be left around 
the farmstead.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(INS) 
—Administration leaders on both 
sides of Cfepitol Hill face fights to­ 
day to get the comparatively mild 
curbs advocated by President Tru­ 
man against spies, saboteurs and 
subversives. 
There seemeed to be a growing 
force in both houses leaning toward 
the theory that the controls should 
be even more stringent than those 
sought by the President. 
In the Senate, Chairman McCar- 
ran (D) Nev., of the judiciary com­ 
mittee, bluntly declared that “no 
legislation is worth a plugged nick­ 
el unless it has teeth in it?' 
The House un-American activi­ 
ties committee is expected to act 
on legislation following the strin­ 
gent principles of the Mundt-Fen- 
guson bill, which is opposed by Mr. 
Truman. 
That measure would set up a 
subversive activities control board* 
require the registration of com­ 
munists; 
label 
communist-spon­ 
sored 
literature, 
broadcasts and 
telecasts, and tighten security reg­ 
ulations for government employes. 
In addition, the committee may 
tack on a bill by Chairman Wood 
(D) Ga., which bars communists 
from government jobs and from 
defense plants 
operating under 
government contracts.
